London, March 7.— Right Hon. Mr. Glad- 
stone is oonflned to hia bed this morning 
with severe chills ; but physioiona aay thoy 
do not regord hia condition as dangerous. 
Last night while walking home from Brooks' 
Club, where ho had dined with his late col- 
leagues in tho ministry, ho was seized with 
chilla, and upon reaching his home was put 
to bod. Mr. Gladstone objected to having 
physioiona calling, saying ho waa only 
slightly indisposed, but his doctor was 
called, nevertheless, and othor physicians 
were summoned this morning. Ono of the 
physicians in attendance on Mr. GladBtono 
said this afternoon that whilo there was no 
immediate danger, his illness may tako a 
serious turn at any moment. 

Tho announcement is mado, officially, that 
Herbert Gladstone will succeed Shaw 
Lefevro aa first commissioner in tho cabinet. 

The members of the Irish MoCarthyito 
party are denouncing their leader for his 
attitude towards Lord Rosebery. 

Rt. Hon. Mr. Gladstono was roported 
late this afternoon to bo very much bettor. 
Tho offioial bulletins say nothing of his ail- 
ment except that he is suffering from hoarse- 
ness. iThoro were a number of callere at 
tho ox-jPremier'a house to-day, among them 
Lord RoBebory and Mr. Asquith, Homo 
Secretary. Mr. Gladstone was to havo been 
presont at the dinner to bo given this even- 
ing by tho Duko of York, but Mrs. Glad- 
stono, this afternoon, sent a lotter of regret 
on behalf of her husband, adding that aho 
would attend tho dinner if tho improvement 
in Mr. Gladstone's condition continued.*" 

Rt. Hon. Josoph Chamberlain, loader of 
the Liberal- Unionists in tho House of Com- 
mons, addressed a meeting of his constitu- 
ents in Birmingham this ovoning. He 
praised Mr. Gladstono for his enorgy and 
courtesy in public life, and spoke in the 
warmest terms of his elcquonco and keon- 
ness in debate. Nono of tho old premier's 
mental powers, ho said, had shown signs 
of decny, and hia retirement could only bo 
deplored by hia political frienda and foea 
alike. ; For his retirement thero was no 
more Reason now apparent than thero had 
been njt any timo in tho last ten years. 
Mr. Chamberlain said ho had been asked 
repoatfcdly in the last few days whether 
tho Liberal-Unionists were likely to become 
again b part of the great Liberal party. 
Thia question ho was unablo to answer. 
He had noticed a widespread impression that 
Lord Rosebory, the new Premier, was likely 
to reverse Mr. Gladstone's policy, notably 
as regarded Homo Rule for Ireland. It 
certainly was curious that the Liberal 
party, after their great struggle for Home 
Rule, should now accept a leader who was 
known to bo lukewarm in their cause and 
roject ono who was recognized as a z?alot 
for separation. There were many incalcul- 
able eloments in tho prosont political situa- 
tion. Tho uncertainty could not bo fath- 
omed for aomo timo and parties must wait 
and watch. Tho Liberal Unionists must 
observe tho courso of events. Without 
doubt, tho future would remain unchanged ; 
Homo Rulo would still be part of tho Lib- 
oral programme, and consequently ho and 
his colleagues muBt oontiuuo their strenuous 
opposition to the Government. 

After leaving Mr. Gladstone this evening, 
Dr. Bond stated that his patient was suffer- 
ing from inflammation of tha throat and a 
troublesome cough. He remained cheerful, 
Or. Bond said, and had a good appotite. 
Mrs. Gladstono attonded the dinner given 
by tho Duke of York. 

The Daily News Bays that Prof. Bryce, 
Chancellor of tho Duchy of Lancaster, will 
bo the First Commissioner of Works.

Dr. Montizimbert, medical superintendent 
of tho St. Lawrencequorantine, haabcou pro- 
moted to tho general superintendency of the 
Canadian quarantines.

Village's of Troublesome West Africans Burned 
to the Ground. 

London, March 7. — A dispatch received 
from Bathurflt thia evening, aaya that the 
Wcat Indian troops havo captured and 
burned Brikama as well as B i injur. Tho 
natives made a dctormiuod stand nt Bri- 
kama, and did not begin their rotreat until 
several had been killod and many othors 
wounded. Immediately after tho flight of 
tho natives tho West Indiana took posBea 
tion of tho town and burned it to tho 
ground. At Bsinjur and Brikama together, 
tho natives lost about 150 killed and double 
that number wounded.

San Francisco, March 7 —The Bulletin 
says this ovening : New Zsaland has 
always been tho best friend among the Aua 
tralasian coloniea to tho San Franoiaco mail 
route. For a long time it steadily resisted 
tho movemont in favor of routes by Suez, 
tho Capo or Vancouver. ItB goological posi- 
tion binds it to San Francisco, with Voncou 
ver as second choice. Now it proposes to 
divide its allegiance. At a recent conference 
it was voted to support tho Canadian 
Pacific for a weekly aorvico alternately with 
San Francisco. Strong representations will 
be made to our Government urging a moro 
liberal policy towards the Son Francisco 
route. It is not impossible that the footing 
thus obtained by tho Canadian line may re- 
sult in giving it the whole postal business. 
Now Z-ialand has long carried tho hoavy end of 
the burden. She may tiro of it, unlesB wo 
conclude to bear our full share of the cost. 
Tho Canadian lino has been liberally sub- 
sidized, whilo ours worries along without 
government encourugemont. Tho natural 
trado of tho colonies with San 
Francisco is much greater than 
with Vancouver, but already we 
have peon some Eastern shipments go over 
thatrouteby tho inducements hold out by tho 
subsidized rail and steamship service of the 
Canadian Pacifio.

The 
scheme is a very popular one in both cities 
and Burnaby, and the Premier's encourag- 
ing letter to the Burnaby Council has imbu- 
ed that body with new hopes and ambitions.

Nanaimo, Maroh 7 — The principal planks 
in tho platform of tho local temperance 
party are, first, that all barrooms be abso- 
lutely closed from 10 p.m. on Saturday till 
6 am. the following Monday, and that 
anyone found therein during those hours for 
whatever purpose be liable to a penalty ; 
second, that the furnishing of bona fide 
travellers .with liquor during the hours 
above specified bo prohibited. 

The several ward committees appointed 
to conduct tho election campaign in the in- 
terests of tho Government candidate, 
Mr. James McGregor, met last even- 
ing in Messrs. Yarwood & Young's 
offices. There was a full attondanee. Ways 
and means were disoussod and arrangements 
for the future work of tho committees wore 
made. From the reports of sevoral of the 
members, the outlook for tho return of Mr. 
McGregor, by a large majority, is very 
promising.

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MARINE MOVEMENTS. 



A Malicious Distortion of Pacts in the 
Case of the "Carroltoifs " 
Towage. 

Entrance Island Fog Alarm— Recent 
Charters— Produce Receipts 
—Wharf Notes. 



The Seattle Telegraph devotes consider- 
able spaco in its issue of Monday to tho re- 
cant experience of the bark Carrolton in 
Barolay Sound, the entire article being a 
combination of inaccuraoies. Summarised, 
it is to tho effeot that Collector Milne, to 
enable the Victoria tow boats to get possible 
salvage, had refused to allow the Port 
[Townsend tugs to go to tho assistance of the 
Carrolton, being roported in distress. 
Briefly tho circumstances were in faot as be- 
low : When the Carrolton by good luok 
got past the rocks ac the entrance 
and into Barolay Sound and had 
been conducted to safe anchorage 
by an Indian pilot, her mate orossed 
over to Neah bay in one of the ship's boats 
and sought the assistance of the Port 
Townsend tugs. Captain Libby, manaqer 
of the Pugot Sound Towboat Association, at 
once wired to Viotoria, asking simply if an 
American tug mitjht be pormitted to tow 
tho Carrolton out of Barolay Sound. The 
answer was, "Certainly not," tho supposi- 
tion of the Customs people being that tho 
American boat was only anxious to get the 
coasting tow from tho West Coast to the 
Carrolton's destination, Nanaimo, contrary 
to the shipping regulations. The next morn- 
ing Captain Libby and the mate of tho 
vessel, came over by tho Kingston, and ex- 
plained that the bark was in a danyorous 
position, and tho Lorno was not available ; 
they were at once granted a special permit, 
which was placed in tho hands of tho master 
of the Mystery, and left for the straits, 
armed with authority to enlist tho Berviaes 
of the first towboat fallen In with, no mat- 
ter what her flag might bo. Of course it 
was intonded that an American tugbpab 
6hould bo picked up, but the Lorno got wind 
somehow of the business in view, and made 
straight for Barclay Sound, picking up the 
bark and getting well under way with her 
before the United StateB tug arrived. 
THE " EMPIRE'S " NEW DREW. 

A San Francisco telegram of yostorday 
says : The steamer Ecnpiro sailed for Na- 
naimo yesterday afternoon. This is only 
her Beoond trip with a new crew substituted 
for tho crowd that the Chandlers discharged 
for smuggling, but it seems that the custom 
house people think the change had little or 
no effect in reforming their ways. At any 
rate a double watch has been kept on her all 
the whilo Bhe has been discharging, and 
when she started for sea tho revenue outter 
Corwin steamed up alongside as soon as the 
mooring lines were caBt off, and kept her 
close company up the coast nearly to Point 
Reyes. Several small craft were soen in tho 
straits and outside, but none of them ap- 
proaching the suspect. 

ENTRANCE ISLAND ALARM. 

Captain Gaudin, agent of Marine, and 
Mr. J. Kelly, tho architect, inspected the 
Entrance island fog alarm. station Tuesday. 
They found the buildings almost completed, 
and state that the contractors bave dono the 
work in firat rate style. The Biation will 
ba oomploted by the end of next week, but 
will not be operated before the fall. 

MARINE NOTES. 

Yesterday's gale, although it delayed the 
regular mail steamerB a short time in port, 
took the American schooner Port Admiral 
out of harbor in surprising quick time. Sho 
was bound for Roche harbor, and after get- 
ting a second start off the Outer wharf 
made tracks as prettily as a racer. 

Steamor Enterprise was in port yesterday 
with 1,668 sacks of potatoes for Simon 
Leiser &, Co., 814 sacks of potatoes for 
Allico & Ault, and 243 sacks of oats for 
John Wilson, which she brought over from 
Port Towneend. 

Steamor Topeka is being cleaned and ro- 
painted in Tacoma, preparatory to her next 
trip to Alaska, whioh sho makes on Wed- 
nesday, the 11th inst. 

Tho British ship Ainsdalp, which iB now 
dhcharging cargo at the Outer wharf, has 
been chartered to load wheat at Tacoma 
for U. K. 

The bark Archer leaves for Portland on 
Siturday to load grain for Cork.

Most people believed that it came 
in a steamer from China. '' The clergy, too, 
seem to have possoBsed this Idea, for they 
became vacoinated to protect themselves, 
by pricking their arms,— from tho wrath of 
God ! 

If garbage of this kind is to be 3trved up 
now-a-days, no wonder tho clergy have so 
little influence IRA. 



HOME INDUSTRIES. 

To the Editor : — It is with sorrow that 
one must witness tho apparent lack of inter- 
est in the wolfare of our fair city displayed 
by her citizens and men of wealth. To 
think that a city so admirably situated and 
so nchly endowed as Viotoria, oan but alaim 
a few manufaotories (they can be counted 
on the finger tips of ono hand) is anything 
but a pleasant subject for contemplation. 
Lot us wake up, ore it bo too late, and make 
the capital oi the province Bomothing more 
than a thing of boauty, to be onjoyed by the 
fleoling tourist. Wo cannot hopa to pros- 
per unless wo have in our midst permanent 
industries, giving employment and circulat- 
ing money. Then, and not until then, 
shall we bo rid of hard times. I might 
mention several industries which, if judi- 
ciously operated, would pay from 7 to 25 per 
cent. — Buch, for instance, as tannorioB, 
morocco faotories, wool-pulling, etc. I am 
informed, on tho most trustworthy and 
competent authority, that there is an annual 
loss of upwards of 525,000 to cattle mon by 
reason of not having a market for their 
hides, whioh are now allowed to go to 
waste. I calculate that about 550,000 in- 
vested in tanneries would yield a clear profit 
on tho money of 25 per cent,, and bo con- 
vinced am I as to the soundness of this 
opinion that I am willing to subscribe $1,000 
towards Buoh a project. Next. Come, fel- 
low citizens, wake up, and let us build fac- 
tories that will give employment and pay 
well for our outlay. The importance of tho 
subject, Mr. Editor, ia my only excuse for 
thus far treBpaBsing on your space.

THE WICKED OLD TIMERS. 

To the Editor: — I road tho Times' re- 
port of tho meeting of tho Young Men's 
Christian Association early in tho morning 
and wondered whether I was a Rip Van 
Winklo who hud been aaloep for u half 
century or more, but as everything around 
looked modern, it dawned on me that I had 
taken tho usual modicum of sleep. It was 
annoying, howover, to read tho remarks 
about tho early settlors mado by Bishop 
Perrin. DoeB ho know that tho early 
settlers, previous to tho yoar 1858, did not 
amount to moro than threo or four hundred 
Iiodies, and that these wero under the caro 
of Bishop Cridgo and tho R. C. Bishop 
Domers ? These wero the only Beets known, 
or, rathor, represented. Does Bishop P.irrin 
wish to assert that from those early settlers 



" THE EXPERT'S OPINION." 

To the Editor : — Tho opinion of the 
" expert " called on by the lighting com- 
mittee being now public property, perhaps 
tho opinion of people who are rosidonta of 
Viotoria but not " experts " may be in place, 
although given gratuitously. 

In tho first place, with regard to the 
lines, poleB, etc, outside tho power house, 
his opinion oxactly coincides ifith that of 
every person who walkB on the streots and 
uses his eyea. In the Becond placo, with 
regard to the dynamos, it iB perfectly well 
known that the City Electrician would havo 
increased tho number and power of them 
long ago had he had tho necessary engine 
power at his disposal ; and thirdly, with 
regard to the ongiuo, whon it was found al- 
most as soon as it was started that it did 
not give tho roBulta expected of it, an en- 
gineer's opinion was obtained, in which the 
defects of tho engine wero pointed out (vide 
newspapers of tho early part of 1887). 

If that report had been actod upon such a 
saving in coal would have been effected as 
would have paid for tho alteration in a very 
fchorb time, bosides giving a Buffioient reserve 
of power to have met the necessary increase 
In lights, up to the preBcnt at any rato. 
That the engino is "out of line" (what 
line?; or that it does not " govern close 
enough," or that tho " hoater " obstructs 
the emission of the steam, or that the belts 
are worn out, aro nono of them reasons for 
condemning an engine, but aro matters for 
the engineer to look to, and which could be 
remedied at little expense, without inter- 
rupting tho work. But that an engino is 
squandering sufficient coal (and dollars) to 
pay tho interest and provide a Binking fund 
ample for a first-class plant, is a Bullicicnt 
reason, and so also ia tho fact that the 
engine is running to its greatest capacity, 
and absolutely nothing more can bo got out 
of it. 

Again, with regard to tho plant to replace 
the present oue, why does ho advocato a 
water tube boiler 1 What has tho good old 
reliable and economical cylindricU tubular 
boiler done umiss, that it should be thrown 
on the scrap hoap 1 A water tuba boiler is 
neither cheap nor economical, and posECBses 
no merits fur a stationary plant j it ia all 
very well in a mining country or aboard a 
yacht. In the first caso it is easily carried 
thero, and in the second for lightness and 
raising steam quickly High speed, high 
pressuro engines, that aro so extensively ad- 
vertised, are firat-rato pieces of mechan- 
ism in their way, and admirable for situa- 
tions whore floor apaco ia scarce and con- 
densing water not to bo obtained. But 
there their merits finish ; they aro not to be 
compured with a compound condensing en- 
gine for economy of fuel — in fact, ono of tho 
best typo would only be superior to tho pre- 
sent engino in the deBigu of details, but not 
in principlo. 

Moreover, with regard to tho aite, we 
have taken a long ramblo to Victoria West, 
to tho water front and to tho present power 
house, but no decided opinion ia given as to 
tho superiority of any particular sito except 
perhaps Victoria West. Why, does not 
appear. A condensing engine in tho presont 
power house is mentioned, which would 
take the condensing water from tho city 
mains ; but it is hardly to bo expected that 
the city could spare 10,000 English gallons 
(of 10 Ha.) por hour to cool the steam of an 
engine of 250 I h. p. which would approxim- 
ately amount to ,'10,000,0110 gallons a yeor. 

The sito Belected by ex-Aid. McKillican 
is tho beBt of all, viz : tho foot of Discovory 
street, which, being public property, the 
city could havo its own wharf, so as to got 
coal by tho scow load ; unlimited condens- 
ing wotor could bo obtained, ub well 
us having the merit of a ceatral 

Cositinn. Tho typo of engine should 
o of tho compound condensing 
class. Thoso wero advocated by Mr. Mo- 
Killican thrco years ago, the only fault in 
his scheme being that ho would havo pro- 
vided by his schemo about doublo the power 
necessary for quite a number cf years yot, 
with tho double drawback of tho additional 
first C03t and tho constantexponseof dragging 
round tho additional weight necessary for 
tho surplus power. If 250 I. h. p. wero 
provided (tho present engine developing 
about 100) it would meet ovory nocessity of 
the case, and every advantage pointed out 
by Mr. JJrown, M.P.P., in his leoturo, ex- 
cept tho profitB derived from privato light 
ing, would occruo to thoo'.ty. 

That tho citizens will boo tho necessity 
thii time- for voting in favor of tho by-law 
is earnestly to bo hoped, especially when

It is evident that if the fishermen 
on Poinb Roberta aro permitted to uso tho 
appliances allowable in American waterB, 
and if thoy are not oompolled to desist from 
fishing at certain intervals during tho 
B848on, to givo tho Balmon a ohanoe to got 
to the spawning grounds, the praotieos 
whioh have been bo fatal tD fiah life in tho 
Columbia and other Amorioan rivera will 
bo produotive of tbo aanio effects on the 
Fraser Rivor. Thia will be a great injury 
to British Columbia and of no advantage to 
tho United Statoa. Wo oanuot holp think 
ing that if proper representations aro made 
to tho Amorioan Government, arrangements 
oan be agreed uponunder which fishing estab- 
lishments on Point B.oberta oan be brought 
undor tho Dominion fiahery regulationa, or 
regulations exaotly similar. The matter ia 
of groat importance to this Provineo, and 
wo trust that no timo will bo loat in making 
tho arrangements necessary to protect tho 
salmon fishery of tho Fraser.

IT DOES EXPAND. 

The organ of the Opposition denies that 
it ever backed Mr. Brown and the other do 
criers of the credit of the Province in deny- 
ing that its revenue has of lute years been 
undergoing a process of healthy expansion. 
We are glad to see this denied, for it will 
help to undo some of tho mischiof which tho 
organ has been trying to make, as it shows 
that it does not believe in its own argu- 
ments and has no faith in its own figures. 
A fow days ago, when wo quoted Mr. 
Grant's figures to show that tho expansion 
of tho rovenuo haa been such that 
it is larger now, in proportion 
io the iutoreet on the public debt, than 
it was seven years ago, the Times 
hastened to endeavor to show that " Mr. 
Grant's contention was a moat ridiouloua ono 
— too flimsy to impose on anyone but a 
credulous child." And now, when wo have 
proved to a demonstration that tho expan- 
sion of revouuo haa been concurrent with 
the expenditure on works of improvement, 
and that tho money expended on those im- 
provements is groatly in excess of the money 
borrowed, our contemporary has nothing to 
•ay except aome silly alluaiona to a para- 
graph in the Vancouver World, a newspaper 
■which it affects to hold in supreme con 
tempt. When we remember tho treatment 
which the World haa received at the hands 
ol tho'argan of the Opposition, wo cannot 
bring ouraelves to believe that it ia in oar 
nest when it t|uotea it aa an authority on 
any subjeot. 

THE POINT ROBERTS MATTER. 

It ia greatly to be hoped that tho rc-com 
jnendution contained in Mr. Home's notice of 
jnotion will be seriously considered and acted 
upon by the Dominion Government. Tho 
land at tho end of tho promontory ia com 
■pletely iaolatod. It ia in tho United States, 
bat not of it. Its valuo to tho American 
Government is infinitesimal. Aa a piece of 
territory it is really not worth consider 
ing. But tho possession of it under present 
conditions by tho United States, cannot fail 
to do serious harm to tho Frasor River 
aalmon fiahery. It is so situatod that fiah 
ennen making that Point tho baeo 
of their opcrationa, can intoroepb tho 
salmon aa thoy enter tho Fraaor 
River. Thoso iiahernicn would, of course, 
be under American law, and Bubject only to 
American fiaheriea regulationa. If that law 
sad thoso regulationa wore idontical with 
those of the Dominion, tho erootlon of fish- 
ing and packing establishments on tho Point 
tvonld not bo injurious to tho fishery. But 
they aro not. American fishormen aro al- 
lowed to uso traps and othor means for 
catching salmon whioh are unlawful on thia 
aide of tho lino, and tho regulationa with ro- 
jjard to tho number of hours in oach weok 
in whioh nets can bo Hot, and with respect 
to tho closo season, aro very different, in 
deed, in WuBhington from those of British 
Columbia. Tho American regulations are 
anch that thoy have failed to proaorvo tho 
salmon in United States waters, while tho 
Dominion regulations havo been so offeotivo 
o protection to tho fish that thero has 
been no appreciable diminution of their 
numbers. This is very far from being tho 
caao with any of tho Amorican rivera on the 
coast whioh havo beon froquontod by tho 



SEA UNO REO ULA TIONS. 

Wo see that tho diplomatists of Groat 
Britain and tho Unitod StatoB aro talking 
about altering the Behring Sea sealing nego- 
tiations. Thoy ought to know that it ia 
now too lato lo do anything in that direc- 
tion this yoar. Tho coaling schoouera have 
been fitted out, and aro now at aoa, preparod 
to prosoouto thoir business under tho regu- 
lations in force lust year. To altor tho 
regulations now, ufter tho oxponao 
of proviBioning and equipping their 
vessels has beon incurred, would bo, 
to those engaged in tho industry, 
tho most glaring injustice. Tho ships aro 
by thia time huudrods, perhaps thousands, 
of miles from Victoria. They could not 
posBibly recoivo intimation of any change 
that may bo made in tho regulations for 
mouths to come, and the Government suroly 
do not propose to punish thorn for tho viola- 
tion of rules of which they could not 
poaaibly know anything. Those who 
have been entrusted with tho busi- 
ness of drawing up regulations should 
havo finished thoir work in timo to 
givo the owners of sealing veesols amplo 
timo in whioh to comply with auch now con- 
ditions as may be decided upon. To draw 
up the regulations weeks or months after 
the ships have sot out on their voyages, and 
to put them in force without giving thoso 
moat concerned duo notice, is so unreason- 
able and so unfair a way of proceeding, that 
wo cannot supposo tho authorities of cithor 
nation will think of resorting to it. 



parts of the Union that the people are suf- 
fering, and have been for some timo Buffer- 
ing, on aooount'of the uncertainty connected 
with tariff legislation. Thousands of well- 
informed people doolare that the business 
depression whioh is doing so muoh harm haB 
be™ in a great meaaure cauaed, and ia as- 
suredly prolonged, by that uncertainty. 
The suspense, they say, is ruinous to busi- 
ness. Merchants and manufacturers do not 
know what to do, because it ia impossible 
tor them to foresee what effect the tariff 
changes will havo on any transaction which 
they desire to effe.pt, or any change whioh 
they wish to make. The uncertainty affecta 
all olasses, the wago-earuera more aorioualy 
than it doea the oapitaliata. Yet in tho face 
of this general deBire for action of somo sort, 
and the knowledge that suspense and un 
certainty aro doing a vaBt amount of 
injury to tho business interests of the coun- 
try, tho Senato dawdles over'its work in a 
way whioh shows that it haa no rospeob for 
tho will of the nation and no regard for its 
welfare. It is impoasiblo to imagine any 
legislative body leas in sympathy with tho 
peoplo whom it iB supposed to serve, than 
ia the Senato of the United Statea. That 
body, to all appoaraueo, cares nothing 
whother peoplo are fortunato or unfortu 
nate, whother thoy aro satisfied or dissatis 
fied. Thoy proceed with thoir work of con 
sidering tho tariff in tho most dilatory man 
nor possible. They allow tho representa- 
tives ot intriguing interests full swing; they 
seize upon any excuao for not going on with 
thoir work. They, regardless of tho misery 
it produces, deliberately prolong tho stato of 
uncertainty, Thoy are deaf to tho remon- 
strances and tho complaints of tho peoplo. 
No or.e yet knows what thoy propoeo to do 
or what tho tariff will bo like when it loaves 
their hands. Instead of allaying publio 
anxiety, they have deliberately aggravated 
it. We, for our part, wonder at tho patience 
of tho peoplo who put up with a body which 
shows ao little respect fur their wishes, and 
ia so utterly regardleaa oi their welfare.

DILATORY LEGISLATORS. 

Canadians are juat now observing with 
much interest the progress of legislation in 
the Congress of tho Uuitod States. What 
thoy aee ia not calculated to fill them with 
admiration for either gtho public men or 
tho governmental institutions of that coun- 
try. Thoy find the progress of im- 
portant measuros delayed and obstructed by 
men in both branches of the Legislature, 
who, in tho coureo thoy purauo, are trying 
to advance their own personal objects, and 
the intercuts of tho different cliques to 
which they happen to belong, in direct op- 
position to the public welfare, 

Tho groat majority of tho people of the 
United States wanted tho Sherman Act re- 
pealed as quickly as the forma 
and procedure of the Legislature 
would permit. It was believed that 
tho repeal of that statuto would put an end 
to tho depression, "from which every inter- 
eat in the country was suffering, and which 
was overy day crushing tho life out of finan- 
cial institutions and mercantile concerns. 
Yot, although tho need of action was ao ur- 
gont, and although tho wholo country waa 
crying out for tho relief which Congress 
alono could extend, tho legislatora proceed- 
ed in tho most leisurely manner. They 
were in no hurry. It, however, must bo ad- 
mitted that thero was no Bcandaloua or un- 
patriotic delay in tho House of Representa- 
tives. But when tho moaauro reached tho 
Senato, tho policy pursued by that body in 
what appeared at tho timo a most im- 
portant crisis, waa shamelessly selfish 
and impudently unpatriotic. A minority 
of the Senators abused the privileges of de- 
bate in tho most open way, with tho 
avowed intention of obstructing the pastago 
through tho Senate of a measure which was 
loudly called for by tho whole nation. Thia 
littlo mercenary faction was permitted to 
placo itsolf in opposition to tho will of the 
peoplo and actually to mako the defeat ef 
tho meusuro a probability. To do tho ob- 
atructioniats justice, thoy were not hypo- 
critical. They made no pretenBo of Herving 
the public interest in tho courBO which they 
were taking. Thoy wero avowedly serving 
their own intorosta and thoso of tho fow 
states which thoy represented, in opposition 
to what was believed to bo tho welfare of 
tho wholo Union. And the majority 
of tho Senate tamely permitted them to 
pursue their factious coureo, though sensiblo 
mon from Maino to Texua wero crying ohamo 
upon them. After kcoping tho wholo coun- 
try in Busponso for weeka, and after having 
caused great suffering from uncertainty and 
anxioty, tho littlo knot of oligarcha condo- 
Bcended to givo way and allow the rest of 
tho nation to havo what it wanted so badly. 
Tho House of Lords, against which tho 
Americana have such a prejudice, would not 
havo dared to aot in tho despotic manner in 
which tho minority of tho Senato, composod 
of mon in no sense noble, and who exorcised 
thoir power through a glaring defeot in tho 
constitution of the Unitod Statoa, actod. 
Thoro is, in fact, no reason to boliovo that 
tho Lords would, under similar circum- 
stances, dream of pursuing ouch a courso aB 
that taken, without apparently a Binglo 
scruple, by tho minority of the United 
Statos Senato.

Business in connection with the Booiety'a 
work furniBhed considerable discussion at 
tho Y.W.C.T.U.'s woekly meeting, held at 
the residence of Mrs. Toaguo last evening. 
The meeting was fairly well attended and 
the proceedings woro of an interesting na- 
ture. 

A YOUNG man named Henry Olsen arrived 
down by the noon train on tho E. & N. yes- 
terday, from Somonos, whoro ho had had 
bis leg broken through tho falling of a tree. 
Ho was convoyed in tho Dupont ambulance 
fro:i\ tho station to tho Jubilee hospital, 
whoro ho is being cared for. 

The old man Patti, who was found in a 
dying condition in his cabin on Tuesday 
afternoon, died in tho city ambulance while 
boing removed to tho Jubiloe hospital, and 
his remains will bo interred in Roaa Bay 
cemetery on Saturday.

Brackman & Ker Milling Co. v. Mc- 
Laughlin— This aotiou, which was tried 
yesterday before Mr. Justice Drake, is over 
the possession of tho plant and machinory in 
the Victoria West steam bakery, the owner 
of which, W. Jordan, left town unexpect- 
edly somo time Bince. Following his depar- 
ture a number of his creditors took proceed- 
ings to proteot their rights, among them the 
detendant and tho plaintiffs, tho lattor of 
whom had a chattel mortgage on tho plant. 
Schultzo & Morphy, solicitors for McLaugh- 
lin, obtained judgment againt Jordan on 
January 10, and the same day put the 
sheriff in possos»ion. On tho other hand, D. 
R. Ker hud placed a man in posBeeaion on 
the fourth of tho samo month. McLaughlin 
claims thoro is an irregularity in the affida- 
vit attached to tho chattel mortgage, as it 
is not signed by the doponcnt though duly 
sworn by tho notary, and therefore the 
mortgago ia insufficient, thus giving his 
claim priority ovor that of the Brackman & 
Kor Co. After soveral witnesses had been 
exam'ned his lordship took his decision into 
consideration. Mr. A L Belyea, instruct- 
ed by Schullze & Morphy, for McLaughlan, 
and Mr. E. V. Bod well, instructed by 
Drake, Jackson & Helmcken, for plaintiffs, 

Though tho laws in regard to the uae of 
Her Majesty's mails for swindling the pub 
lie are especially sovere, yet the country iB 
never quite clear of Bharpers who work their 
littlo schemes and are away before tho true 
nature of their operations is discovered. 
Sovoral Buch have been recently located in 
—or rather traced to— Victoria, but they 
do not call for their voluminous mail any 
moro and thoir identity remains undiscov- 
ered. One porson with whom tho postoflice 
authorities would liko to .beoomo acquainted 
advertised in the Montreal Star, giviDg the 
address of " Barton, P. O. Box 3S7, Vic- 
toria," and stating that he wanted to adopt 
a natural child, and would provido for it at 
its attaining its majority by dividing hia 
property with it. Strange as it may aeem, 
dozens and scores of peoplo answered tho 
advertisement, all anxious apparently to 
part with their littlo ones for the prospec- 
tive wealth. The postoflice olerka noticod 
that Barton received many letters, but did 
not surmise their contents until o Mrs. Co- 
field, of Montroal, iiunouDced that alio had 
corresponded with Birton, and at his ro- 
quest had subsequently aont him §5 as a 
guarantee of good faith. Sho has received 
no further communicition from him, and 
Assistant- Postmaster Cairns Bays thutlWtou 
has not called for tho mail in box 387 in 
two mouths past. 

The threo headquarter companies of tho 
B.C.G.A. turned out a total strength of 2S0 
for tho commanding officer's parado laat 
evening, this boing but littlo short of tho 
total now strength, and tho largest mustor 
in tho histoiy of tho corps. Tho battalion 
when formed in two ranks mado u line 
longer than tho shed, or, rather, would havo 
mado it had space permitted. Ab it waB 
ono half company had to overlap. Tho 
parade haviug boon formed by companies, 
Lt.-Col. Prior, M"P., put themthrough tho 
manual, and noxt gavo a number of battalion 
movomonte, aftor whioh lino was formed for 
inspection by Lt.-Col. Petera, D.A.G., who 
had attended for tho purposo.

Major 
Irving subsequently drilled tho battalion.

PKESBYTERY OF VICTORIA. 

The Proceedings ot the Second Day 
... Attract Increased Attention— Mac- 
leod Committee Named. 



Report on Sunday School Work for 
the Year— Home Missions Ap- 
propriations. 



Yesterday morning's session of tho Prea- 
bytory of Victoria opened at 10 o'clock, the 
Moderator presiding. Tho first itom of 
business taken up waa in tho form of o 
statistical report from Rov. Dr. Campbell 
on the Sabbath school work of tho past year. 
From thiB it was gloanod that tho number of 
schools in tho Presbytery is at presont 11 
(7 being in Victoria and its suburbs); the 
onrollmont of soholars is 1122, an inoroaso of 
2 during the year, with a total of 117 teach- 
ora, 5 more than in 1892. Tho average at- 
tendance during the year just olosod is re- 
corded at 78D, 910 being the return for 1892 
Tho financial statement shows §1,001 to 
havo beon collcoted by Sunday sohool con- 
tributions as against $1,316 in 1892, tho ex- 
penditure on aohool maintenance being $769, 
and $15 boing raisod by tho St. Paul's 
school, Viotoria West, towards homo mis- 
aioaa and augmentation. The Sunday school 
oontributiona of St. Androw'a, Nanaimo, 
wore dovotod towards tho church building 
fund. In gonoral rtiviow of tho school work 
it is statod that Rov. Mr. Macdonald'e suc- 
cessor (Mr. T. Morrison) having just arrived 
at Alberni, tho school thero will be re-opened 
in May. Only ono echool contributed to- 
ward miBsiona during 1893, aa against five 
duiing tho previous year. 

Tho roport was received and adoptod, and 
tho Sunday School committee was au- 
thorized to arrange for a Presbyterian Sab- 
bath school convention during the year at a 
placo to bo subsequently selected, should 
tho committee decido that tho holding of 
such a convention ia desirable. 

The matter of Mr. Coleman's preparation 
for tho work as assistant to Rov. Mr. Win- 
chester agaiu being brought forward, it was 
decided to rocommend tho General Assem- 
bly to prescribe a special course of study 
preliminary to his ordination us a mission- 
ary to the ChineBO. 

At the request of Rov. Mr, Maoleod, a 
committee consisting of the Moderator, Rov. 
Dr. Campbell and Rov. A. B. Winchester 
waa appointed to moot and confer with Mr. 
Maoleod. Thia waB the laat business of tho 
morning. 

In the afternoon tho Home Missions ro- 
port was considered, and tho following 
notions taken : 

Satisfaction boing expressed with the 
progress of St. Paul's, Victoria Weat, a 
grant of §100 was recommended for tho 
ensuing year. 

A grant of §200 was passed for Alberni, 
Mr. Morrison being continued in charge. 

Tho same amount waB recommended for 
Northfield, with, if possible, the continu- 
ance of Mr. Ross in charge. 

The congregation at Comox it waa ogreed 
should bo placed on the augmentation list, 
tho privilege of calling a minister being 
granted and tho S200 asked for. 

At Union mineB tho grant of $300 was 
passed, Mr. Higgins continuing in charge. 

Two hundred dollars was appropriated 
for Sooko and MotchoBin, and tho appoint- 
ment of a student aBked for. 

Pendor Island received u, grant of $100 for 
Bix months, and Mr. James Monzies, stu- 
dent, aBked for.

ANOTHER R ! ILWAY. 

Victorians Asked to Kun '•'tf amors to Blaino to 
Connect With New I 
Koad. 

Two gentlemen who are identified with a 
company^ proposing to run a railway line 
from Blaine, Washington, to connect with 
the three big transcontinental roada were 
in town yesterday for the purpose of inter- 
esting Viotorians in supplementing the pro- 
joot with a lino of ateamera from this port. 
They aro Mr. B. T. Spencor, late of Au- 
rora, Illinois, but now of Soattle, and Mr. 
J. M. Wieatling, a prominent membor of 
the Soattle bar. The proposition as ex- 
plained by those gontlemcn ia thia : Thoir 
company, the Blaino k Eaetern, has been 
ohartered under tho Iawa of Washington to 
build a railway from deep water 
at Drayton harbor, Blaine, east 
through tho NookBaok valley to 
connect with the Seattle, Lake Shoro & 
Eastern at a point twenty-two miles from 
Blaino, probably near Sumas city. This 
would give direct connection with the C. P. 
R. and Northorn Pacifio by means of tho 
Lake Shoro & Eastorn, whilo tho Great 
Northern alroady passes through Blaine. 
Satitfactory traffic arrangomonts have al- 
ready been mado with tho Northern Pacific 
for running a through train from Seattle to 
Blaino over tho now lino. Mr. Wiestling 
claims that, tho propor-ed connection with 
tho C.P.R. would shorten the dbtanoo from 
Victoria by forty tivo miloj via tho 
Viotoria & Sidney railway. Tho o 1 jeot 
of the present visit is nut to usk 
for any financial aid to the proposed road, 
but that Victoria Bhould givo steamer con- 
nection with Blaino, either by tho aamo 
Btcamors as would connect tho Viotoria & 
Sidney with tho proposed Delta railway, 
which will touch the Mainland somo twelve 
miles east of Blaino, or by a separate line. 

" All wo want from Victoria is tho 
steamer connection between Blaine and tho 
Victoria and Sidney terminus," said Mr. 
Wieatling. " Wo don't caro how, except 
that tho steamora should be swift." A 
number uf gentlemen connected with the 
Victoria and Sidney railway and others 
wero interviewed yesterday by tho Seattle 
men, who express themselves as well 
pleased with tho result of their visit, They 
arguo that tho new connection would benefit 
Viotoria by giving groater competition for 
traffic to and from this port. Drayton har- 
bor has good accommodation for vessols and 
extends on both sides of tho boundary lino. 
Mr. Spencor and Mr. Wiestling left this 
morning, tho former for Chicago and tho 
latter roturning homo to Soattlo.

Review of the Half Year's Business at 
tlie General Meeting In 
London. 



Interesting Reference to the Business 
and Prospects of Thia 
Province. 



A general meeting of the proprietors of 
this bank was hold on Wednesday last at 
the Cannon streot hotel, Sir Robert Gilles- 
pie (the chairman) presiding. 

Mr. S. Cameron Alexander, secretary and 
manager, having read tho notice convening 
the meeting, 

The chairman said : Gentlemen, before I 
commence tho busineas of the day I have to 
erpress my groat regret at the absence of 
my two colleages, Mr. Anderson and Mr. 
Benson. Mr. Anderson, I deeply regret to 
say, ia very acriouely ill, but I hope it may 
please God to rostore him, and that wo shall 
yet see him amongst ua to tako that aotive 
and useful part ho has always exhibited in 
tho affairs of tho bank since ho became a 
direotor. Mr. BenBon is in America looking 
after matters of business there, and 
I need not tell you that during his absence 
on that Bide of the Atlantio he has been of 
great use to us in looking after Bomo mat- 
ters on tho Pacific coast. I am suro he 
equally regrets not being present to-day. 
Now, gentlemen, I have the ploaBure of 
meeting you to-day for the purpose of ask- 
ing your adoption of tho roport of the 
directora cow submitted to you, and 
for your approval of their recom- 
mendation as to the appropriation 
of tho half-year's profits. To theso 1 
will prosently more particularly refer, and 
ask your support of the resolutions relating 
thereto. Before entering upon these im- 
portant topics, I cannot proceed without a 
brief reference to the serious and sad loss 
we, tho directora and the bank generally, 
have sustained by tho sudden and unexpect- 
ed death of ourcsteemod and respected friend, 
Mr. Hughes, lato gonoral manager of tho 
bank. His illness was very short, and, 
within a few hours of his demise, we hoped 
that hie " sickness was not unto death;" 
but it was othorwiBe, and we now have to 
deplore the loss of a moat devoted official of 
the bank, one who waB deeply regarded and 
respected alike by your directors and your 
staff, and to whom one and all have testified 
their sorrow for his loss and their rcapeot 
and regard for his memory. To me, indi- 
vidually, the loaa baa been one of great 
anxiety, and ha8, as you may well Buppoae, 
caused mo much thought and additional 
l.bor; but I have been loyally sustained 
and assisted by my kind and good collea- 
gues, and lam confident that tho arrange- 
ments made consequent on this sad ovent 
will preclude any inoonvenience, and I 
hope will receive tho loyal co-opera- 
tion of all the members of tho 
Btaff, whether at homo or abroad. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Gentlemen, tho half-year now under re- 
view has been one of extreme anxiety to all 
banking institutions, and tho commercial 
and financial diacredit prevailing haa ser- 
iously militated against that volume of suc- 
cess which has hitherto characterized tho 
records of the past. Yet, gentlemen, I feel 
persuaded that when you consider the equ- 
ation you will appreciate the difficulties we 
have had to contend with, and that you 
will, at tho same time, not be dissatisfied 
with tho result of the half-year's buaineaa — 
(applause)— a result that may not be aB 
largo as somo recent half-years ; still, on 
the whole, it bears a favorablo comparison 
with those immediately precoding. I do not 
like to pass by a feature in the p»Bt year 
without some rofercnoe to it, and that 
ia how BucccBefully and bravely tho 
Dominion of Canada has gone through thoae 
troubles in finance and commerce, und that 
notwithstanding tho crisis in the United 
States, paralyzing tho interests of trade and 
involving frightful sacrifices, Canada has 
gone through the trial with safety and with 
honor. (Hear, hear.) I, aa an old Cana- 
dian, am proud of tho fact that her banking 
institutions have stood firm and sustained 
their high credit under a strain unprece- 
dented in the annals of colonial history, and 
tha: Canadian securities have supported 
their values better than any other colonial 
shocks. The depression of trade and the 
seriouB financial disturbances in the United 
States during the yoar 1893, to which I have 
already alluded, havs been accentuated by 
the Bilver question and the uncertainty as to 
the legislation on turiff motterB now being 
proposed by the party in power ; and in tho 
States of Oregon and Washington heavy 
loeaoa havo been sustained by tho agricul- 
tural population by the destruction of an 
important portion of thegrnln crops through 
unusually severo storms at tho time of har- 
vesting, and, subsequently, aggravated by 
thtj low prices of grain prevailing. 

In British Columbia tho salmon catch has 
been unprecodentedly large, and Beat- 
ing operations havo been extensive and 
profitable, cauEing an improved circulation 
of money among tho retail traders. Tho 
condition of tho coal industry is also somo- 
what better, and I trust will bo further Im- 
proved by the passing of tho tariff bill, 
admitting this product free to the United 
States. Railway building is boing carried 
forward on tho mainland, and wo aro ad- 
vised that tho outlook of tho mines in tho 
Kootenay district is regarded as promising. 
The lumber business, both in British Co- 
lumbia and tho United States, has been 
very dull and depressid, but with a reduced 
supply it ia hoped that beforo long a bettor 
condition of affairs in thia trade may bo 
looked for. I hopo that the lowest point of 
depression has now been reached, and that 
wo may pee, before long, a change for tho 
better, and already, I think I may say. im- 
proving signs aro not wunting.. Nov/, 
gentlemen, turnii g to tho accounts, I 
would ask your attention to tho figures as 
given in our statement attuched to tho 
report, and first I will deal with 
tho profit and Iobs account. You 
will obiervo" that tho gross profits for 
tho half-year ending December, 1893, are 
£71,041 2a.. aa against £08,701 His. in Juno, 
1893, and £71,013 18*. 5d. in December, 
1892, while net profits for samo periods 
were £40,872 Its. 4d. in December, 1893, 
£42 243 17s. lid. in Juno, 1893, und £51,101 
3a. 9d. in December, 1892, and during those 
periods wo havo raised tho reBcrvo fund 
from £250,000 to £275,000, including the 
propoocd addition now. 

Tho charges for tho last half-year aro 
Somewhat in exccBB, though not largely, of 
both preceding half-years, und arise from 
advances in Balories and the appointment, 
among othors, of two high-class officials. 
Tho division of our not profit, as stated in 
the report, is to appropriate tho sum of 
£30,000 in payment of per cent, per 
annum dividend, and 3 per cent, bonus 
for tho half-year, making a totul for 
the year of 10 por cent; to 
carry tho further sum of £5,000 to teaorvo, 
and to carry forword the balunco to next no- 
count of £5,872 14s, 4d., a result, 1 hopo, 
you will be satisfied with, und which I think 
I may congratulate you on, bearing in mind 



the unusual diffioultiea and anxieties we 
have had to encounter. (Applause.) The 
ohairman then gave a oompariaon of tho 
figures of tho balance-sheet with thoso of 
tho two previous half-yearB, and in conclu- 
sion aaid : Well, gentlemen, I have had my 
say, and I fear I may havo dotained you too 
long, but 1 have felt in these times that a 
full account of our stewardship should be 
given you, and I hope I may have made my- 
aelf oloar, and that the position and the buo- 
cess of our bank meets with your approval. 
(Applause) I beg to move— 'That there- 
port and statement of accountB as now sub- 
mitted be received and adopted." 

Sir Charles Tupper, Bart, seconded tho 
resolution, which was carried unanimously. 

The chairman next moved : "That a divi- 
dend be paid on the paid-up capital of the 
bank at the rate cf six per cent, per annum, 
and a bonus of three per cent., freo of in- 
come tax, for the half year ended Deoomber 
31 last, payable on or after the 17th inst. 

This waa secondod by Mr. T. G. GilloBpie 
and carried. 

Sir Charlea Tupper proposed tho re-eloo- 
tion of Sir Robert Gilleapio as a director of 
the bank. Ho said that when they remem- 
bered that for considerably over thirty 
years, aB deputy-chairman and as ohairman 
of the bank, Sir Robert Gilleapio had been 
known to them, not only by his untiring, 
but eminently successful exertions in 
promoting tho interests of tho bank, 
ho was quito certain that no resolu- 
tion could be offered to tho share- 
holders of the Bank of BritiBh Columbia 
which would be received with greater 
pleaauro or acclamation than that which he 
had now the pleasure of proposing. (Ap- 
pl-uiae ) 

Mr. Guy Ofwald Smith seoondod the roso- 
luiion, whicti was pusned with aoclamatiob. 

The Chairman, in acknowledging the com- 
pliment, said he had taken a great interest 
in 'he bank from its initiation, and as long 
aa ho wbh able he would endeavor to do his 
du y. Ever since ho had tho honor of be- 
coming tho chairman of tho bank he had 
always rec-ived tho greatest confidence from 
the shareholders, and ho hoped he would con- 
tinue to retain it. (ApplauBe.) He never 
could have vontured to work this groat con 
corn uuleaB ho had been well supported by 
his colleagues. They had alwayB given him 
loyal support and a latitude which ho hoped 
he had not abuBod. Ho had also had tho 
benefit of a good staff. Thoy had been con 
aiatently loyal to him, and although they 
had to lament the loss of ono who was a 
most excellent man[of buaineBB, and a oour 
teous, kind, and generous-minded man, still 
he hoped tho appointments they had made 
now would only show that their judgment 
waa right, ond that theso gontlcmen would 
emulate tho past. (Applause ) It now de- 
volved upon him to propose the re-eleotion 
of his colleague, Mr. C. W. Benson. He 
had already explained tho roaaon why ho 
was absent, tnd abo told them how useful 
ho waa to the bank, 

Mr. Gillespie seconded the motion, whioh 
was agreed to. 

The auditors, Mr. Wyndham Gibbes and 
Mr. R. Cumming, wero then ro elcoted, on 
tho motion of Mr. Finoh, seconded by Mr. 
C. E. Challia. 

Mr. J. N. Scott proposed a vote of thankB 
to the ohairman and hie colleagues for the 
admirable manner in which they had con 
ducted the business of tho bank. 

Tho motion was seconded by Mr. S. M 
Gibbe, and cordially adopted. 

The ohairman briefly acknowledged the 
compliment, and the proceedings termin 
ated.

At least, this was 
the reason ascribed in the room for 
the improvement in tho stocks. The cover- 
ing of "short" contracts also pluyetl an im- 
portant patt in tho riso. Tho general rail- 
way list waa firm in tho early trading in 
sympathy with tho Btrcngth of American 
sugar, but later on thoro was a reaction of 
J to 1 per cent. Tho decline was due to re- 
ports of gold shipments by Saturday's Euro- 
pean steamers.

THIRTIETH DAY CONTINUED. 

CARIBOO IIYDRAVLIO MINING CO. 

Mr. Eberts moved tho aeoond reading of 
the Cariboo hydraulio mining company's 
bill, the purpoao and origin of whioh he ex- 

Elained, as brought out before the private 
ills committee. Ho Btated that aboutfif ty per 
cent, of tho stock of tho company is held by 
the individuals whoso claims the proaent 
company, w ho havo nlready made an expen- 
diture of $80,000, have bought. The proper- 
ties dealt with in this bill are tho Loo 
Qwong TiDg Chong Hill olaims, the Bullion, 
Bonanza, South Fork hydraulio mining com- 
.pany'a, tho Channoll, and tho William Ste- 
phenson mining leases, all on tho south fork 
of the Queanollo river, about 34 miles oast 
of Quesnello Forks townsito. It would cost 
between §200,000 and §300,000 to complete 
tho preparations for operating theee mines, 
and in consequence of the large amount of 
capital at stako it wus do3irablo to secure 
a bettor oIbsb of tenure — to seouro for these 
olaima bb good a titlo as that whioh could be 
acquired for u quartz claim ; and he 
saw no roaBon why the company 
should not get crown grants as de- 
sired. In addition they asked that thoy 
might acquire contiguous lands to thoao they 
had acquired by purchaBo, to an extont not 
greater than 250 acres, to enable them to 
follow if neoeasary the olaim now located in 
the river. Thoy also wiBhod legislation to 
authorize them to use tho 2,000 inches of 
wator to which thoy aro entitled upon any 
claims which they may acquire. 

Hon. Mr. Davie could not support tho 
bill in its present Bhape. Tho words in 
italics were supposed not to be there, ao ho 
would not di8CU6B thereupon. Whilat fully 
propored to confirm the company in their 
titlo, and to afford them absolute protection 
for the large amount of money they hayo 
expended and propo80 to expend, this bill 
goes altogether too far. Ho had observod 
an amendment which had been proposed by 
tho hon. member for Lillooot, that tho 
ground should bo worked in such manner as 
tho gold commissioner thought reasonable, 
and that not lesa than §5,000 a year wns to 
bo expended on tho proporty. Ho thought 
thisjamendmenc went too far in the other 
direction. Ho (Mr. Davie) was prepared to 
support any measuro for securing tho com- 
pany in thoir property and for their extract- 
ing all tho gold therefrom and profitably 
working tho property. Ho thought all this 
could be accomplished and all encourage- 
ment given whioh tho promoters could ask 
without going tho lengths of this bill. 

Mr Adams said he had boen under the 
impression that tho present lease law is 
quite sufficient protection for tho company, 
but since ho had heard tho matter argued 
before tho private bills oommittoo, ho folt 
that such companies as this should have 
crown grants of " tho land. He could not, 
however, Bupport tho bill in ita prosont 
shape, and when it camo up in committee 
he would havo some amendments to offer. 
From acquaintance with tho country where 
the proporty is situated, ho thought it only 
right that tho company should havo tho 
water privileges desired. 

Mr Hunter eonaidered that no bill pre- 
sented to this houso ever had more con- 
sideration by tho private hills committee 
than this and the other one of the samo 
nature on the order paper ; and he held that 
the bills are in tho interest of the 
country as a whole. In nineteen yeais not 
a blow had boen struck in this ground, but 
• the moment a company had gone to work to 
make use of it a cry was raiaed that 
private rights were to be affected. The 
whole of the water which it is proposed to 
obtain is appurtenant to only one other 
claim, which in a few years is bound to be 
worked out, and there boing no other claims 
below, tho company propose that tho water 
may bo used on any one of their claims. 
Ic is provided in tho bill that when tho com- 
pany fail to pay for three yeara taxes on 
certain of their Ianda they shall revert to 
the crown, and ho noticed an amendment 
by tho member for Lillooet which provideB 
to extend this provision to all tho lands, 
and ho did not know that ho would object 
to this amendment. Tho main fact, how- 
ever, to be kept in viow is that this is a pro- 
ject to develop tho latent wealth of old 
Cariboo, and should receive tho hearty en- 
courogement of the house. 

Mr. Smith considered that the excep- 
tional water privileges asked for by the 
company should not be granted, unless tho 
mining laws were to bo changed, so that 
all other companies might havo tho same 
right. Ho thought also that it iB not in the 
interest of the province that tbo exceptional 
rights with respect to land should ho grant- 
ed. He thought that the memorandum of 
aaaociation montioned in olauso 1 should bo 
attached to tho bill. If tho water rights 
hero asked for were granted, it would be an 
end to any one else going into that district 
to engage in hydraulio inkling. 

Hon. Col. Baker said that whilst tho 
original object of tho bill— the consolidation 
of tho several loasea acquired — was a com- 
mendable one, thoro were sevoral clauses in 
tho present bill whioh, after having given 
full consideration to tho matter, he did not 
think should be adopted. 

Dr. Watt considered that even in the 
modified form in which it had come from 
the private bills committee this bill is not 
such that it would bo accoptablo to the peo- 
ple of the district, and as he had sent copies 
up to several peoplo there he would move 
that tho debato bo adjournod in order to 
enable him to rcccivo any ropliea which 
might arrive by tho mail on Wednesday. 
Motion agreed to. 
Tho house adjourned at 10:50 p.m.

Mr. Hornk moved : That whereas 
the commercial importance of tho 
harbor of tho city of Vancouver ia rapidly 
increasing and thoro is ovory reason to bo- 
lievo that in tho near future it will become 
one of the most important in tho intorost of 
shipping und commerce on tho Pacific coast; 
and whereas it ia necessary in tho interest 
of shipping and commerce that a certain 
natural shoal in tho Baid harbor (known as 
Burnaby shoal) should bo removed : There- 
fore bo it resolved that a respectful addreao 
bo presented to Hia Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor praying His Honor to urgently 
request the Dominion government to take 
immediate steps for tho removal of said 
Burnaby shoal. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said ho thought tho 
resolution might havo aafoly Baid thab tho 
harbor of Vancouvor ia already ono of tho 
moat important on the coaat. 

Motion agreed to. 

FOINT ROI1ERT3. 

Mr. Hornk doolinod to proceed with his 
resolution in favor of tho acquirement of 
Point Roberts from tho United States in ox- 
change for a tract of land of equal valuo ad- 



joining the Alaska boundary, and it wbb 
accordingly Btruok off the order paper. 

WIDE TIRE ACT. 

Mr. Hornk askod leave to introduce a 
bill to repeal the wide tire aot of 1893. 

Bill read a first time ; second reading to- 
morrow. 

CARIBOO RAILWAY. 

The houBe went into committeo on the 
Cariboo railway bill (Dr. Watt), with Mr. 
MoKenzie in tho choir, 

Mr. Adams moved an amendment pro- 
viding that tho route to bo chosen by the 
oompany muBt be subject to the approval of 
tho'legislaturo, in place of tho Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council. Ho pointed out that 
thoro was great dlaaatiafaotion in tho diB- 
triot on account of the supposition that the 
intention of the company in changing, ao 
tboy had done, thoir proposed point of 
departure from tho C. P. R. from Ashoroft 
to Kamloops, was to enter Cariboo by the 
back way instead of passing through tho 
farming country in Cariboo, Ho thought 
that since tho company had held the charter 
for bo long without doing anything it was 
not aBking too much now to say that tho 
route should moot with the approval of tho 
legislature, especially as the house ia to bo 
asked for a liberal subsidy. 

Dr Watt opposed tho arrendment, which 
ho said would practically make tho bill of no 
use ; and he statod that if the company aro 
too much hampered by auch legislation thoy 
would simply abandon the project. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon thought tho amend- 
ment an unreasonable ono, as no company 
would risk thousands or tons of thousands 
of dollars in surveying and determining 
upon a routo if it might bo summarily set 
aside by the legislature. 

The amendment was supported by Hon. 
Mr. Bcavon, Messrs. Brown, Somlin, Smith, 
Keith, Forster and othorp, who argued that 
the provision that tho houBe should pro- 
nounce upon tho routo was a roasonablo ono. 
On the other sido Messrs. Hunter, Booth 
and others contended that tho bill might as 
woll bo withdrawn as passed with this 
amendment. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon pointed out that the 
coat of difforont routoa in u country like 
Cariboo vurieB very much, and it might hap- 
pen that while tho company might bo pro- 
pared to build tho road over ono routo in 
conacquonco of tho assistance expected from 
tho government, the cost of another routo 
might be so much greater that they would 
not think of undertaking tho work. He 
rather thought that should the amendmout 
be adopted tho negotiations for the construc- 
tion of tho road, which hud already been 
mentioned in the houBe, would in all proba- 
bility bo dropped, for no company would 
take tho risk involved. 

Mr Stoddart thought tho interoBts of 
tho farmers aa wollaBof the minersof Cariboo 
ought to bo protected, and that if it was 
not to serve the farming district it would be 
almost as woll not to havo the road at all. J 

Dr Watt aaid ho felt that, in viow of the 
oppoaition to tho bill, he Bhould have an op- 
portunity of consulting with tho promoters. 
Ho therefore moved that tho committee rises 
and report progreBB and ask leave to Bit 
again. 

This motion was lost. 

Tho amendment was then put by the 
ohuirman and on a ahow of hands declared 
carried. 

Tho section as amended waa then put and 
carried. 

Tho remaining aectiona were adopted and 
the committeo reported the bill complete 
with amendments. Report to bo conaidored 
on Friday.

The committee rose and reported pro 
gress, and asked leave to sit ogain. 

Hon. Mr. Vi-rnon presented a return of 
further papers relating to tho Ni-kuap and 
Slooan railway. 

Tho house adjourned at 5:50 p.m.

San Fiuncisco, Mar. 7. — The United 
Press correspondent at Honolulu, writing 
undor date of February 20, per Bchooner 
Transit, says: " Per Oceanic on tho 15th, 
the important action was roported of the 
government in preparing for a constitutional 
convention to organizo representative gov- 
ernment. This was followed on tho 17th, 
after an evening mooting of tho annexa- 
tion olub, by aotion on the part 
of loading membora of tho club 
as citizens organizing formally as a 
political party in support of tho Gov- 
ernment, Resolutions wore passed depre- 
cating the division of tho annexationists 
into leagues and clubs, and advising the 
whole body of loyal annexationists to form 
one broad party. A preliminary committee 
of thirteen was appointed to take charge of 
tho formation of thoir party. Tho com- 
mittee mot on tho 18^h and organized 
plans for tho uppointment ot national 
district and island committees. Their 
work was continued on the 19th. This 
movement embiaccb all clufsos and divisions 
hilhtro urieiug among supporters of tho 
Provisional Government. It, is fully ex- 
p. crcd to supplant and displace all separate 
political action in tho American Loaguo 
or German and 1'urLugueso organizi- 
tions. This patty organization is 
independent of the annexation clubs 
except as they will serve for purposes of the 
enrolment of supporters of the Government. 
Whilo the aforesaid longues have served to 
stimulate political activity, tho new party 
organizitioii is expeoted to ubsorb their 
political functions in the futuro. A plat- 
form of principles haa been substantially 
ugreed upon, as follows : 

I. To support tho Provisional Govern- 
ment. 

2 To resist the restoration of tho 
monarohy. 

3. To establish a practicable form of 
representative government. 

•1. This government to bo united, as soon 
as possible, with that of tho United States. 

5. A liberal policy in disposing of public 
lands in small traots to actual settlement 
and discouraging largo speculative holdings. 

6 Revision of tho taxation systom, large 
eBtates to bear their proper share of tho 
public burdens. 

7. Favors the immigration of Portuguese 
and other whites to replace Asiatics. 

8. No class legislation or discrimination 
against any glass of loyal citizens.

The organization of the now party is 
eminently satisfactory to the Government 
and its active supporters. 

Minister Willis hos congratulated tho 
government in the tho most friendly man- 
ner on tho appointment of Mr. Hitch as 
minister of foreign affairs, 

A mass meeting of the Portuguese citizens 
was held on tho cvoningof tho 18'.h. This 
class arG united in support of the Provision- 
al Government. A series of resolutions 
wero adopted, tho leading feature of which 
is a strong protest against further 
Asiatic immigration. They pledge 
the support of tho Portuguese to 
tho Provisional Government, not only for 
the particular purpose for which it was 
created, but also to follow it in any political 
transformation which circumstances may de- 
mand. 

Tho Monowai yesterday brought news of 
tho passage of tho MoCreary resolution. 
Tho second paragraph ia generally rogarded 
as final and decisive that tho United States 
will not interfero to reetoro tho 
Queen. Tho nativo royalist dailies, 
however, loudly insiated that, in 
supporting tho principlo of non-interfer- 
ence, it meanB that Minister Stovona' viola- 
tion of that principlo must bo redressed, 
and that the Queen'd immediate restoration 
is accordingly to bo expected. This will 
doubtless bo more or Ices belioved for sonio 
timo by a majority of the natives. 



HAWAIIAN CORRES PON DEN HE ■ 

Further Dispatches From Minister Willis 
Submitted to U. S. Congress. 

WASHINGTON, March 7. — Tho President 
sent to Congress to day more Hawaiian cor- 
respondence, including three dispatches 
from Willis, one dated February 10, and tho 
others dated February 14 and February 15 
respectively. Tho dispatch of February 11 
gives a history of oventa on the Ialand aB al- 
ready publiahed, and states that while tho 
protent month has been unusually quiot, tho 
action of Congress ia awaited with groat in- 
tereat as indicating tho futuro policy of tho 
United States towards this country. 

The decision to increaao tho number of 
members of tho advisory council from 14 to 
24 is reforrcd to by Willis, who mentions 
tho rumors of tho poisoning of a number of 
government soldiers, but says thoro Beems 
to havo been little cause for such suspicions. 
Ho bIbo Bpeaks of tho rumored Chinese up- 
rising, which aUo in his opinion waa utterly 
without foundation. Willie eaye a spirited 
contest is in progress looking to the intro- 
duction of tho representative syatom into 
tho councils of tho Provisional Government. 
Undor dUo of February 15, Willis mentions 
tho appointment of a committeo by tho Pro- 
visional Government to prepare an act for 
holding a constitutional convention ; also 
tho election of Mr. Hatch as minister of for- 
eign affairs. Ho says at a mass meeting of 
tho Chinese, held on tho previous night, 



AFRICAN UN SETTLE II EN P. 

Serious Encounter Between Portuguese Troops 
and ISritlsh Sailors In the Zambesi 
Country. 

Pout Natal, Africa, March 7.— A seriouB 
■encounter botween Portuguese troops and 
British Bailors has occurred near Tete, on 
theZimbcsi. British parties constructing 
a telegraph lino between the British sphere 
and Tote, the capital of tho Portuguese gov- 
ernment, have recently been greatly ob- 
structed by tho Portuguese, and finally 
Commundor Carr, of the British gunboat 
Mosquito, was sent up the river to protect 
tho workmen. Tho Mosquito landed a party 
of sailors, who were promptly fired upon by 
the Portuguese. The sailors returned tho 
fire, but with what result tho reports do not 
atate. Tho latest reports aro that Govern- 
ment Genoral Lop< z do Mondonio haB sent 
from Quilimane, the capitul of tho Portu- 
guese district in Mczimbiquo, two Portu- 
guese gunboats and a strong forco of men. 
It is understood that the BritiBh commander 
in ohargo of tho tolegraph construction 
party haB also uslied that reinforcements bo 
sent to him immediately. 

THE STANFORD ESTATE- 

Probability That It May Yet Form the Subject 
of Considerable Litigation. 

San Francisco, March 7. — Papers are on 
file with the county clerk which may 
materially affect tho appraised valuo of tho 
estate of tho lato Senator Stanford. An 
appraisement recorded some months ago 
placed tho valuo of tho property at §17,038,- 
,319 45. Mrs. Stanford has now filed a re- 
port ahoiving that much property of tho 
deceased aonator has never come into her 
poBsoaaion, having been pledged with vari- 
oub banka as security for promiBBory notes 
and other obligations. A later report of 
his widow, in her capacity as executrix, 
shows that claims presented against the 
estato up to January last aggregate tho 
enormoua sum of 52,578,891 09. It appears 
that tho list givon in the report may not 
yet be complete, as tho timo for presenta- 
tion cf tho claims will not expire till May 
27. Up to tho middlo of January Mrs. 
Stanford, undor the orders of tho court, had 
paid debts of her husband aggregating 
599,498 73, and registered claimB which 
oomo to 599.295 .'10. Rejectod claims may 
yet bo made tho subject of a civil suit, so 
that tho action of the executrix cannot be 
considered as final. 



SEALING REGULATIONS. 

U. S. Not Likely to Change Its Attitude as 
Expressed In tho HcUreary 
Resolutions. 

Washington, DC, Manli 7.— It is 
positively stated that tho government 
will mako no change in ita attitudo on 
tho question of protection of soal life in 
Behring Sea. The regulations of tho Mc- 
Creary bill, recently introduced in the 
house, aro considered within the decision of 
the Pari3 tribunal, and the government is 
not likely, it ia said, to rccedo from them.

Rome, March 7 — The commi-ssion on 
cardinals appointed by tho Popo to consider 
the question of granting exequaturs to rep.

Italian Government.

London, Murch 7. — Captain John P. 
Phipon, who succeeded Captain Lind as 
senior oflicor of tho Brilish fleot at Rio 
Janeiro, cabled to the Government to-day 
that yellow fever is spreading in the city. 
Ho recommended that all vessels be with- 
drawn from tho entire harbor and the pert 
bo closed. 

Itrlt isii Hercliaut Bhlpa nl Rib. 
London, March 7. — Minister Windham 
cabled from Rio Janeiro this evening that 
ho had made arrangements, in accordance 
with Lord Rosebery'a request, by which 
British merchant ships would he enabled to 
tako on the necessary ballast and leave tho 
harbor. 

A Criminal Lunatic, 

London, March 7. — Wyndham Carter, 
tho crank who was arraigned in tho Bow 
Street Police Station on February 17, on a 
ohargo of having attempted tho life of tho 
Quoon, was to-day adjudged a cri.ninal luna- 
tic Since his arraignment in court on tho 
original chargo ho has been confined in an 
asylum, but not as a lunatic. 

Jolting With n Iloml). 

London, March 7.— Tho bomb found on 
tho window Bill of tho Bow street police 
station has been fully examined and found 
to bo harmless. It was placed on tho win- 
dow aill undoubtedly by a practical joker. 

Silver Very Dnsfeitdy. 

London, March 8. — Tho Daily News says 
tho tono of silver lato in tho day was very 
unsteady the advance having beon ovordono.

For raisins the sum of $55,000 for lighting 
purposes. 

WrjEBBAS, The present lighting systom ot 
tho City of Victoria is Insuflloiont. it is expedi- 
ent and necessary to construct and oporatc 
works for supplying tho inhabitants of tho 
Municipality of the City of Victoria with o'.oo- 
trie light, and for that purpose to ralso, by way 
of loan upon tho credit of thosaid city, tho sum 
of §55,000 ; 

And WrjEBBAS, It wi'l requiro tho sum of 
$2,835.38 to bo raised annually by rate for tho 
payment of such now debt and Interest ; 

And WHEREAS, Tho whole rntablo land and 
Improvements or roal proporty of tho said Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria nccordingto 
tho last rovisod asBossmont roll for tho year 
1803, la $18,511,112 j 

And Whereas, It will require an annual 
ratoof 18-100 of one mill In tliodollarfor paying 
such now dobt and Intorost ; 

Be it Therefore Enacted by tho Muni- 
cipal Council of tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria as follows : 

Sec. I, It shall bo lawful f .ir tho Mayor of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon the credit of tho said Corporation by way 
of tho dobontures horoinaf tor mentioned, from 
nny person or persons, body or bodies corpo- 
rate, who may bo willing to advanca thosamo 
as a loan, a sum of money not exceeding in I ho 
whole tho sum ot §55,000 currency (or etorllng 
money, at tho rato of 1.803 dollars to tho ono 
pound sterling), and to coubo all such sums bo 
raised or received to bo paid into tho hands of 
tho Treasurer of tho said Corporation, for tho 
purpoao and with tho object horeinboforo re- 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It shall bi lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to bo made, 
oxeeutcd and isaucd for Buck sums as may be 
required, not exceeding, however, tho sum of 
§55,000 either in curroncy (or sterling moncy- 
at tho rato of 1 80ij dollars to the one pound 
sterling) as may bo required, each of tho Baid 
dobontures boing of tho amount of §1,000 or Its 
sterling equivalent at tho rato aforesaid, and 
all such dobontures shall bo sealed with tho 
eoal of tho Corporation and signed by tho 
Mayor thereof, 

Soc. 3. Thosaid dobontures Bhall benr dato 
tho lat day of May, 1891, and shall bo mado 
payablo In fifty years from tho said dato at 
such place oithor in Great Britain, tho United 
States of America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may ho designated thereon, and shall havo 
attached to them coupons for tho payment of 
intorcat, and tho signatures to tho intorcat 
coupons may bo either written, Btamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

See. i, Tho said dobonturos Bhall bear inter, 
eat at tho rate of li per cent, per annum from 
tho dato tliorcof, which interest shall bo pay- 
ablo half-yearly at such placp, cither in Great 
Britain, tho United States of Amorici, or tho 
Dominion of Canada, as may be expressed in „ 
tho dobontures and coupons. 

See 5. It shall bo lawful for tho Bald Mayor 
to cause tho said debentures and tho Intorcat 
coupons, either or both, to bo mnde payablo at 
such place, eithor in Groat Britain, tho United 
States, or the Dominion of Canada, as may bo 
desired. 

Soc. G, For the purposo of raising annually a 
certain specific sum for tho payment of tho in. 
tcrcst on tho slid dobontures during their cur- 
rency, there shall b 3 raised annually the auni 
of §2,175, and for I ho purpoao of raising 
annually a certain BpociUc Bum for tho pay- 
ment of tho dobt at maturity, thoro shall bo 
raised annually tho Bum of §300.38. 

Soo. 7. For tho purpoao of payment of tho 
said sums in tho next preceding paragraph 
mentioned, thoro shall bo raised and levied in 
oacli year a rato of 16-100 of one mill in tho 
dollar on all tho ratablo land or Improve- 
ments or real proporty in the municipality of 
tho said corporation of tho City of Vlotoria 
during the continunnco of thosaid debentures 
or any of thoin. 

Soc. 8. That It shall bo lawful for tho said 
Municipal Council from timo to timo to pur- 
chase any of tho slid debentures, and such 
dobontures shall bo so oxprcased ns to entitle 
the said Council to redeem and purchase tho 
same on paying tho amount thereof and tho 
interest duo thereon at tho dato ot such pur- 
chase, lo tho holder or holders thorcof, at any 
timo after twenty-five years from tho dnto of 
Isauauco of tho said debentures.
